Ro x bury , Kan., sto o d silently in 
the cro wded, heav ily guarded 
co urtro o m 
as district

sentence. 
Po pe seemed to be laughing 
to 
himself 
as

co urtro o m. 
It is the seco nd time Po pe has 
faced death fo r the crime. 
Sentenced Befo re 
Fiv e y ears ago a jury co n­ 
demned him to death o n a 
federal co nv ictio n, but the U.S. 
Supreme 
Co urt 
v acated

sentence o n a technicality . 
The seco nd death sentence 
came after J udge Kuns fo und 
Po pe guilty o n state murder 
charges. 
Under Nebraska law the death 
sentence will auto matically be 
rev iewed by the State Supreme 
Co urt.

o f rural areas. 
The idea o f a regio nal center fo r educatio nal 
techno lo gy at Air Park West, a fo rmer air 
fo rce base, was first pro po sed by Do n Bradfo rd 
o f the U.S. Defense Department’s o ffice o f 
eco no mic adjustment. 
Bradfo rd unv eiled here Thursday a plan 
fo r the industrial dev elo pment o f the deac­ 
tiv ated air base befo re a gro up o f Linco ln 
go v ernmental, business and educatio nal leaders. 
State and federal educatio nal leaders were also 
present at the presentatio n o f the plan, which 
was in the making fo r fiv e y ears.

Is the tax sy stem in Nebraska still archaic? Ro bert Marv in, 
writing in the Beatrice Su n, believ es it is. The q u estio n is 
Nebraska and all its su bd iv isio ns, no t ju st state go v ernment. 
When y o u get bey o nd state go v ernment, y o u get to the p ro p erty 
tax and it is here that Marv in sees the ineq u ity . 
Marv in rep o rts that the so -called tax rev o lt in Gage Co u nty 
is ru ral-based , stemming fro m an eq u alizatio n o f ru ral land 
v alu es and their p lacement o n lo cal p ro p erly tax ro lls at 
actu al v alu e, 
“ What has the land-o wner riled, I think,” Marv in wro te, 
“ is less the amo unt o f to tal tax es co llected (pro perty , sales, 
Inco me and ex cise! than is the equalizatio n o f the who le bundle. 
In terms o f lo cal g o v ernment serv ices receiv ed, children in 
scho o l, inco me, o r nearly any o ther measure ex cept actual 
pro perty v alue, the rural land-o wner is carry ing a dispro po r­ 
tio nate share o f the tax burden.” 


★ 
“ In sho rt,” Martin co ntinu es, “ it is my o p inio n that tax 
sp end ing is a p art, bu t a relativ ely small p art, o f the cau se 
o f the p resent tu rmo il. At the ro o t is the imbalance in the 
so u rces o f tax fu nd s d u e to an o v erly heav y reliance o n the 
p ro p erty tax . We are still try ing to liv e with an archaic tax 
sy stem.” 
Marv in may well be as right as any o ne who hazard s an 
o p inio n o n tax m atters. Certainly , there is ev id ence to sho w 
that ru ral areas are o ften co ntribu ting mo re heav ily than u rban 
areas to go v ernment tax co ffers at certain lev els. 
At the same time, ho wev er, farmers are escaping the burden 
o f city tax es, which add co nsiderably to the tax co ntributio n 
made by urban residents. When y o u co mpare the to tal tax 
bill o f tbe urban and rural resident, y o u bav e to wo nder 
why the tax rev o lt sentiment wo uld be centered in the rural 
po pulatio n. 


★ 
Rather than the area o f any rev o lt, we are mo re inclined 
to agree with Marv in’s o ther p o int — that the tax sy stem 
Is archaic. Bu t this d o es no t su ggest any easy so lu tio n, as 
recent ex p erience has p ro v en. 
We may hav e to d ay as mu ch resentment against tax es 
In Nebraska as we hav e ev er had and that is in the face 
o f p erhap s the greatest mo d ernizatio n in o u r tax sy stem we 
hav e ev er had . The state has shifted entirely to a sales, 
inco me and ex cise tax sy stem. 
The state is p o u ring millio ns o f d o llars in aid into lo cal 
scho o l d istricts and city and co u nty go v ernments. Desp ite what 
any o ne say s, co nsid erable o f the lo cal tax bu rd en has been 
shifted to the state and its fo rward lo o king tax sy stem. 
But what has happened? Lo cal tax es hav e no t declined. 
Rather, the usual pattern is fo r lo cal tax es to g o up, despite 
the fact that state aid is being pro v ided. 
We co u ld accelerate all 
this and 
mo v e entirely o u t o f 
the p ro p erty tax field , with 
the state 
meeting the bu d gets 
o f all go v ernmental u nits thro u gh its sales, inco me and ex cise 
tax es. 


★ 
Bu t aid fro m so mewhere 
else is no t the same as lo cally 
raised mo ney . Lo cal tax es hav e go ne u p d esp ite state aid 
becau se o f the shifting o f resp o nsibility . 
When the resp o nsibility fo r tax es is shifted fro m lo cal to 
state, the lo cal sid e feels mo re reliev ed to sp end mo re. It 
simp ly is no t as cau tio u s with the state mo ney as it is with 
its o wn. 
This d o esn’t mean it is careless o r inefficient. Lo cal sp end ing 
go es to meet co nstantly increasing lo cal d emand s. 
Thus, a to tal shift at the lo cal lev el away fro m the pro perty 
tax has Its pro blems, also , and the g reatest o f these mig ht 
well be lo cal respo nsibility . The inequity o f the pro perty tax 
is a fact that canno t be denied but the to tal do llar amo unt 
o f the indiv idual’s tax bill is still a majo r facto r in the unrest 
o v er tax es. 
Yo u really can’t get to o far away fro m the ancient and 
simp le p ro blem o f no t eno u gh mo ney to go aro u nd .

The d ru g co ntro l bill p assed u nanimo u sly 
by the Senate takes u s p art o f the way to ward 
the o bjectiv es we all seek. In the Senate, 
d ebate centered o n the natu re o f the ap p ro ach 
mo st need ed — med ical and so cial o r legally . 
The bill ap p ears to lean mo re heav ily u p o n 
law-enfo rcement, inclu d ing the co ntro v ersial 
“no kno ck” p ro v isio n which allo ws p o lice entry 
witho u t any warning into any p lace where d ru g 
law v io latio ns are su sp ected to be taking 
p lace. 
The “no kno ck” p ro v isio n is a threat to 
co nstitu tio nal gu arantees against illegal search 
and seizu re bu t, ho p efu lly , this threat will 
nev er materialize. In this area o f d ru gs and the 
criminal element that liv es o ff them, p erhap s 
the risk is o ne we sho u ld take. It is a risk that, 
if ev er d etermined to be to o great, can be cu t 
d o wn by law ju st as it has been created . 
Bu t we need to keep co nstantly in mind 
that d ru g u se co ntro l is o nly p artly a m atter o f 


go o d law-enfo rcement. The o ther imp o rtant 
p art o f this co ntro l inv o lv es a better u n­ 
d erstand ing o f that which co ntribu tes to d ru g 
abu se 
and 
the 
natu re 
o f 
the 
d ru gs 
themselv es. 
No r wo u ld we ev er so lv e the p ro blem if 
lo cal gro u p s sat back and relied u p o n the 
fed eral enfo rcement o f co ntro l laws. It will take 
an integrated effo rt at all lev els o f law-en­ 
fo rcement to achiev e the kind o f d ru g co ntro l 
we all want. 
* 
Finally , the med ical asp ects o f the p ro ­ 
blem need to be tho ro u ghly ex p lo red . This in­ 
clu d es co nstant imp ro v ement in the metho d s o f 
d ealing with ad d ictio n, esp ecially fo r first and 
seco nd o ffend ers. 
Laws alo ne hav e nev er carried the d ay in 
any asp ect o f o u r so ciety and they will no t d o 
so fo r d ru g abu se. The abu se o f d ru gs inv o lv es 
a mu ltitu d e o f hu man p ro blems fo r which the 
criminal law simp ly has no answer. 


’ WASHINGTON - Presid ent 
Nix o n has clearly d ecid ed to 
u se the p o wer o f the p resid en­ 
cy , p lu s the p o wer o f netwo rk 
telev isio n, to co mbat his o p ­ 
p o nents in the Demo crat-co n­ 
tro lled Co ngress and p resu m­ 
ably to establish a Rep u blican 
Co ngress in No v ember. 
This is q u ite a co mbinatio n 
and q u ite a gamble. Tho u ghtfu l

little reflectio n. The Presid ent 
has av ailable in the

Ho u se a telev isio n stu d io ho o k­ 
ed into the netwo rks. This is 
necessary fo r great o ccasio ns 
o f state o r fo r emergencies, bu t 
it is also av ailable to him 
whenev er he has a majo r co n­ 
tro v ersy with the Co ngress: 


Fo r ex amp le, when he wants to 
ex p lain his v eto o f the H.E.W. 
bill to the American p eo p le. 
After all, it wo u ld be rather 
awkward , 
ev en 
fo r 
Frank 
Stanto n at CBS, to say no . 
This, o f co u rse, is p recisely 
what the Presid ent d id in his 
H.E.W. co ntro v ersy . He v eto ed 
the bill o n telev isio n with a 
flo u rish. He d id no t d eliv er a 
balanced p resid ential p resen­ 
tatio n o f the p ro blem, bu t a 
o ne-sid ed , self-serv ing and ev en 
self-righteo u s argu ment fo r his 
v eto . It was v ery effectiv e and 
v ery mislead ing, and it raises 
q u estio ns far mo re imp o rtant 
than the H.E.W. bill. 
What abo ut the do ctrine o f 
“ fairness,” which Vice Presi­ 
dent Ag new was so co ncerned 
abo ut no t so lo ng ag o ? Ho w can 
senato rs 
who 
o ppo se 
the 
President g et “ equal 
time” 
when they are talking to a half- 
empty 
chamber, 
while 
the 
President is arg uing his case, 
fro m the majesty o f the White 
Ho use, befo re an audience o f 
millio ns? 
Bey o nd this, there is a mo re 
immed iate p ro blem. This is 
that the Presid ent is no w by ­ 
p assing o r reaching bey o nd the 
Co ngress to the p eo p le, and this 
is his gamble. He is ju st go ing 
into his seco nd y ear in the 
p resid ency . He has ind icated 
the o u tlines o f his p o licy — 
welfare, 
tax es, 
crime, 
co n­ 
serv atio n, and all the rest — 
bu t his m ajo r p ro p o sals hav e 
no t been v o ted into law. 
They hav e to go thro u gh the 
Co ngress. 
The 
Co ngress 
is 
co ntro lled by the Demo crats. 
The Demo crats are d iv id ed , 
with a co o p erativ e saint as 
their lead er in the Senate, and 
a weak and tired o cto genarian, 
o r thereabo u ts, as their lead er

with

narro w 
p o litical argu ment which 
is 
bu ild ing u p a real co nfro ntatio n 
in

Demo cratic 
Co ngress, 
who se su p p o rt he need s fo r the 
p ro grams he say s are essential 
to the natio n. 
It is v ery o dd: 
a 
no ble, 
g enero us State o f the Unio n 
messag e o ne day , and a narro w 
party speech o n telev isio n a 
few day s later. All this is a 
fairly g o o d illustratio n o f why 
there is so much distrust and 
cy nicism

Rights Of Criminals Are Rights Of All Americans; 
Hruska Approves Their Violation In Crime Fight 


WASHINGTON - It is a go o d 
thing that neither the Bill o f 
Rights no r the Magna Carta is 
the p end ing bu siness o f the 
Senate these d ay s. If either 
were to be p resented to the 
wo rld ’s greatest d eliberativ e 
bo d y , in its p resent mo o d o f 
p o litical p anic and my o p ia, it 
wo u ld u nd o u bted ly be v o ted 
d o wn as a need less restraint in 
the war o n crime. 


There was, o f co u rse, o ne 
no table liberal “ v icto ry ” in the 
d ru g bill. As amend ed by the 
Senate, it p ro v id es that fed eral 
agents may no t break 
into 
any o ne’s ho u se witho u t warn­ 
ing u nless a ju d ge has certified 
in ad v ance that narco tics o r 
o ther ev id ence p ro bably “will” 
be d estro y ed if a warning is 
giv en. Originally , the 
ju d ge 
co u ld hav e issu ed a w arrant fo r 
a “ no -kno ck” raid if he fo u nd 
p ro bable cau se to believ e that 
ev id ence “ m ay ” be d estro y ed 
witho u t it. 


This is a distinctio n with so 
little 
difference 
as 
to 
be 
absurd, since there is no way 
o n earth fo r ev en the wisest o f 
judg es, whether he is Julius 
Ho ffman 
o r 
G. 
Harro ld 
Carswell, to determine whether 
ev idence pro bably “ may ” o r 
pro bably “ will” be destro y ed if 
so meo ne’s co nstitutio nal rig hts 
are o bserv ed.

The no -kno ck v o te fo llo wed 
p assage o f the so -called anti­ 
crime bill, which o nly 
Lee 
Metcalf o f Mo ntana, lo ng a 
d efend er o f 
co nsu mers 
and 
liberty , had the co u rage and 
v isio n to v o te against. Virtu ally 
this who le p age wo u ld be re­ 
q u ired 
to 
d etail 
this 
bill’s 
d angers and d efects. 
It 
wo u ld 
inv ad e 
Fifth 
Amend ment rights against self­ 
incriminatio n 
by 
req u iring 
co u rts, 
o n 
req u est 
o f 
the 
go v ernment, to fo rce relu ctant 
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witnesses to testify in v irtu ally 
any fed eral case, in retu rn fo r 
immu nity no t against p ro secu ­ 
tio n bu t o nly against ev id ential 
u se o f the c o m p u l s o r y 
testimo ny ; and if any p erso n so 
o rd ered to testify refu sed to d o 
so , he co u ld be su mmarily 
co nfined in jail u ntil he su bmit­ 
ted , altho u gh co nv icted o f no 
crime whatev er. 


The bill wo u ld o v ertu rn a 
Su p reme 
Co u rt 
ru ling 
that 
p ermits a d efend ant to see the 
transcrip t o f an illegal wiretap 
fro m which ev id ence against 
him might hav e been d eriv ed ; 
and it wo u ld establish the ru le 
that ev id ence o btained , ev en if 
illegally , mo re than fiv e y ears 
after an alleged crime, is ad ­ 
missible in co u rt — which is 
no thing bu t a statu te o f limi­ 
tatio n cin Fo u rth Amend ment 
p ro hibitio n 
o f 
u nreaso nable 
searches and seizu res. 


The Senate bill wo uld permit 
g rand juries to issue public 
repo rts 
reco mmending 
the 
remo v al o f public o fficials fo r 
misco nduct 
o r 
misfeasance, 
ev en when the g rand jury had 
been unable to find ev idence 
sufficient fo r an indictment — a 
license 
to 
smear t h at 
is 
unlimited by a definitio n o f o r 
restrictio n o n the 
kinds 
o f 
misco nduct that the jury co uld 
co nsider, much less by any 
rig ht o f cro ss-ex aminatio n o r 
co nfro ntatio n g ranted to the 
smeared. 


This ex trao rd inary d o cu ment 
also wo u ld create a class o f 
“d angero u s sp ecial o ffend ers.” 
It is no t entirely clear who su ch 
o ffend ers may be, bu t they in­ 
clu d e p erso ns p rev io u sly co n­ 
v icted two o r mo re times o f 
o ffenses p u nishable fo r mo re 
than a y ear in jail, p erso ns 
co nv icted o nce in certain co n­ 
sp iracies, and p erso ns w ho 
co mmit a felo ny as “p art o f a 


p attern” o f criminal co nd u ct 
(which “p atterns” may o r may 


no t inclu d e misd emeano r# and 
may o r may no t be p ro v en 
bey o nd a d o u bt). Bu t no m atter 
who these sp ecial 
o ffend ers 
tu rn o u t to be, a ju d ge co u ld 
sentence o ne o f them fo r u p to 
30 y ears, regard less o f the 
p enalty the law sets fo r his 
sp ecific o ffense; and in making 
his 
d ecisio n 
o n 
whether 
a 
d efend ant is su ch a d angero u s 
sp ecial 
o ffend er, 
the 
ju d ge 
wo u ld no t be limited to co n­ 
sid eratio n o f a d m i s s i b l e 
ev id ence — he co u ld take into 
acco u nt, fo r instance, a co n­ 
fessio n o btained by co ercio n. If 
he failed to sentence sev erely 
eno u gh, ev en so , the go v ern­ 
ment co u ld ap p eal to seek a 
stiffer sentence, o r ev en to win 
the 
“ d angero u s 
sp ecial 
o f­ 
fend er” ju d gment that a lo wer 
co u rt ju d ge had refu sed to 
make.

All o f.this is necessary , say s 
Sen. Ro man L. Hruska, R- 
Neb., fo r the 
o v erwhelming 
majo rity , 
because 
“ we 
are 
g rappling fo r surv iv al in the 
battle ag ainst crime.”

fo r 
a 
simv iv al ag ainst is tho se who

Schools Are Receiving 64% Of Property Taxes 


By ODELL HANSON 
Associated Press Writer 
Schools are eating up nearly 
64% of the property taxes levied 
this year in the 25 largest cities 
in Nebraska, a newly published 
study showed Thursday. 
City taxes represent some 24% 
of the total consolidated levy in 
these 25 cities, with county taxes 
accounting for less than 109c of 
the levy. 
The statistics were obtained 
by the Nebraska Tax Research 
Council from a study of the 
property tax 
picture 
in the 
state’s 25 largest cities. The an- 


local property taxes in the 25 
cities have increased an average 
of 9.57 %. 
School tax dollars have in­ 
creased by 10.7 6% since last 
year; city tax dollars are up 
11.33%, and county tax dollars 
are up 16.48%. Mental health tax 
dollars dropped some 25% under 
a policy change which has the 
state now footing part of the bill 
for the treatment of mental pa­ 
tients in state instiuions. 
During the 10 years between 
1960 and 1970, local property 
taxes have increased 143.7 1%:

more than 10% between 1969 and

Overall Hike 
In what the council termed 
“ an 
unusual 
circumstance,” 
assessed valuations of property 
increased this year in every one 
of the 25 cities studied. The 
overall increase a v e r a g e d 
6.67 %. 
In 12 of the cities the valua­ 
tions were increased by order of 
the state board of equalization, 
largest being a 28.16% increase 
in the city of Norfolk. 


As a result of higher property 
values, the 25 cities managed a 
9.57 % increase in property taxes 
despite a 1.66% decrease in the 
aggregate mill levy. 
Here’s how total property tax 
dollars being collected in the 
individual cities this year com­ 
pare with the previous year:

Co lumbus, Ohio (UFI) — One o f the fastest 
g ro wing fads in to day ’s ho me accesso ries is the 
farm milk can — the ty pe which Grandad o nce 
used in his milkho use. 
This can, cleaned, painted and trimmed, is 
o ften fo und in a co rner as a deco rativ e item, 
beside a do o r as an umbrella ho lder, at the en­ 
trance o f a sto re fo r sho ppers to snuff o ut 
cig arettes, as planters o n the fro nt po rch, as 
telepho ne stands with the directo ry hang ing 
fro m a side handle, with padded lids to be used 
as bar sto o ls, and specially wired to be useful 
as lamps. 
Milk cans are fo und in fiv e and ten-g allo n 
sizes in v ario us co nditio ns, with a flat to p o r a 
handle in the lid. They are fo und in antique 
sho ps, dairies, creameries, at auctio n sales and 
deco rating supply ho uses. 
The cans are no lo ng er used in the milk 
pro cess, mainly because o f auto matio n and the 
sanitatio n questio n, acco rding to Dick Smith, 
an emplo y e o f the Sherwin Williams Paint Co . 
here who is making a set o f lamps o ut o f two 
cans. 
“ These o nce-used cans will be thro wn away , 
so so me peo ple purchase them as a remem­ 
brance o f the g o o d o ld day s, an an antique o r a 
c'o llecto r’s item,” he added. 


He ex plained so me peo ple refinish a milk 
can to g o with an early American deco r in the 
ho me. “ They hardly fit in with any o ther perio d 
o f furnishing s,” he said. 
“ A can with the name o f the dairy o n it can 
be a real co llecto r’s item, especially if the 
dairy sho uld g o o ut o f business.” 
Smith ex plained a milk can o f g o o d quality 
has 
been 
g alv anized 
to 
withstand 
the 
weather. 
To remo v e any rust o r fo reig n materials, 
he sug g ested steel wo o l o r ev an an electric drill 
with a wire brush. 
Then a metal primer sho uld be applied as a 
first co at. Smith said metal primers are 
av ailable in g ray , red and white. The finishing 
co at can be either a flat o il base o r a latex 
base. 
The latex base can be used if the can will 
be a deco rativ e item to lo o k at, but a flat o il o r 
semi g lo ss paint is reco mmended if a decal 
print o r fabric were to be added. The decals 
adhere better to the flat o il base paint. 
Smith said o ne o f his custo mers, who asked 
fo r info rmatio n o n ho w to refinish the cans, had 
purchased six unfinished o nes. She said she 
planned to pad the to ps and use them as bar 
sto o ls.

Madison Heights, Mich. (A’) — The idea, 
says Mayor Monte Geralds, is to shake up 
mothers and fathers who have “a can’t be 
bothered attitude toward child rearing.” 
And he thinks an ordinance adopted by the 
City Council at his urging should do the 
trick. 
Under the new statute parents may be 
jailed or fined for crimes committed by their 
children. 
Parents of minors who violate two criminal 
laws within a 12 month period in this com­ 
munity of 35,000 may land in jail for up to 90 
days and be fined $500. 
An exception is traffic violations—the kids 
are allowed four of those before the city cracks 
down on mom or dad. 
The measure, passed Monday night, will 
take effect Feb. 6. 
“Where do the young get their attitudes?” 
asked Mayor Geralds, 35, himself the father of 
five ranging in age from 8 to 13. “A lot must be 
placed at the feet of their parents.” Com­ 
mented Police Chief Robert Richardson: 
“Parents will now want to know where 
their teen-agers are and with whom they are 
doing whatever they are doing.” 
Robert Liike, assistant superintendent of 
schools, called the ordinance “a tremendous 
tool to encourage students to act right, knowing 
that their actions reflect directly upon their 
parents.” 
Geralds conceded that as a man with five 
youngsters he might have placed himself in 
some jeopardy, but his wife said: 
“He’s an excellent father. He spends a 
great deal of time with the children.”

.Dr. Spock’s Ideas Abou t Women—Men Madam chairman 
MORNING 
By ISRAEL SHENKER 
(c) New York Times Serv ice 
New York — Why can’t a woman, asked 
Dr. Benjamin M. Spock, be less like a man? 
‘T believ e the two sex es are not g oing to 
g et along well to the deg ree that men become 
passiv e and women become more competitiv e 
with men,” he said in an interv iew at his home 
here. “That’s what’s wrong with u nisex , ev en if 
it Is becoming more fashionable.” 
Spock, best known for “Baby and Child 
Care,” which has sold more than 23 million 
copies, has ju st fathered another book — “De­ 
cent and Indecent”. It ex amines the personal 
and political behav ior of adu lts, male and 
female. 
“I think it’s better to bring u p g irls taking 
pleasu re in being g irls, and boy s taking 
pleasu re in being boy s,” he said. “Not only for 
happiness between the sex es, bu t to make su i e 
someone will take care of the children when 
these boy s and g irls g row u p. 
“If ou r society can g et it throu g h its noodle 
that rearing children is ex citing and creativ e 
work, we’ll hav e accomplished something 
u sefu l. 
“If we don’t, as more and more women g o 
to colleg e, who the hell is g oing to take care of 
the children? 
“People say that the Sov iet Union and 
Israel hav e worked this ou t v ery well, and that 
children are not cared for by their mothers in 
those two cou ntries. I say that taking care of 
other people’s children is considered responsi­ 
ble and respectable there — bu t not in the 
United States. 
“The absu rd thing is that men g o into 
pediatrics and ostetrics becau se they find them 
interesting and creativ e, and American women 
shu n child-bearing and child-rearing becau se 
they don’t ” 
When he looks abou t himself, Spock sees 
more and more women taking jobs instead of 
being content with Kinder, Kirche and Ku che 
(children, chu rch and kitchen). 
Hou sework, he noted, now takes less time; 
and half of all mothers hav e now had their last 
child by the ag e of 26 — which was the av erag e 
ag e for marriag e at the tu rn of the centu ry . 
“I hav e no objection of a pediatric or 
psy chiatric natu re abou t women g oing 
to 
work.” he insisted. “What I say is that the 
children are g oing to hav e to be reared, and 
y ou ou g ht to hav e women g rowing u p feeling 
this is important, womanly work.” 
To encou rag e this feeling , Spock wou ld 
radically chang e cu rricu la. Ju st as black 
stu dies hav e now been widely introdu ced, 
Spock wou ld like to see womanhood honored. 
“Schools and colleg es are all imbu ed with 
the idea that it’s the man’s world that shou ld be 
stu died,” he said. “They stu dy the g reat men of 
history — of economics, military affairs and 
politics. 


“1 think we shou ld say more abou t the role 
women play in the world. We shou ld g o ov er 
ev ery cou rse of stu dy . In history we shou ld 
emphasize Napoleon’s mother as 
well 
as 
Napoleon, and in Eng lish make su re to inclu de 
women nov elists and poetesses.” 
They shou ld preferably hav e been mothers. 
“Part of the problem is the attitu de of women 
on u niv ersity facu lties,” Spock complained. 
“They shou ld be pleased and prou d to be 
mothers. Bu t a woman who’s ov er-intellec- 
tu alized and academic is delig hted that she 
nev er has to mention children.” 
Spock did not want to prescribe too fu lly for 
women. “They hav e been farmers, bu llfig hters 
in ancient Crete, dancing g irls, and absolu tely 
the rich man’s wife in western cu ltu re,” he 
pointed ou t, “There is no one role for them to 
play , bu t I think woman was 
phy sically 
desig ned in a special way — in her v ery 
mu scles and bones.

Spock did not su g g est that men shou ld 
alway s lead. Bu t there are many situ ations, he 
noted, where men are natu ral leaders — when 
there’s a crisis, for ex ample. “Women welcome 
the fact that men stay more analy tic and cool,” 
he said. 
This proposition may not win cheers from 
the women’s liberation mov ement. 
“The 
mov ement 
has 
some 
v a l i d 
arg u ments,” he conceded. “It’s tru e women 
are not paid enou g h and not enou g h jobs are 
open to them. Bu t the demand for equ al op­ 
portu nity for women conceals, in many cases, 
ferociou s competitiv eness on 
the 
part of 
American women.”

The ordinance, patterned after 
the recently enacted state open 


I housing law, would permit a 
property owner to refuse to rent 
a room or rooms in his own 
home, providing the number of 
sleeping rooms did not exceed 
four rooms.

Commission 
would be charged with the 
responsibility to investigate all

of discrimination 
and report the findings to the 
mayor and City Council.

Whenever a subpoena 
were issued, the mayor would 
have seven days in which to 
decide whether or not the sub­ 
poena would be served.

least two points. 
—It was the only time in nine 
Nebraska cases when a death 
sentence was imposed on a 
person who waived a jury and 
was tried before a single judge. 
—It apparently was the first 
time “a death sentence has ever 
been rendered when the state 
did not ask for it.” 
The 
attorneys 
also 
said 
Alvarez had been improperly 
influenced to plead guilty and 
waive a jury trial. 
Among the influences was the 
fact that Nebraska had a prac­ 
tice of excluding from juries 
persons who opposed the death 
penalty. Gaughan had advised 
Alvarez “he would be facing a 
biased jury” and should waive 
his right to a jury trial, the brief 
said. 
The U.S. Supreme Court has 
since ruled retroactively that 
persons opposed 
to 
capital 
punishment cannot be excluded 
from a jury. 
The 
brief 
also 
attacked 
Nebraska’s death penalty. 
“The power of life-or-death 
decision given to the trial court 
in 
Nebraska 
is 
absolutely 
lawless,” the three lawyers said. 
“It is simply the power to take 
away a convicted man’s life for 
any reason ... or for no reasons 
at all — on a whim, a caprice — 
or because of his race or color of 
skin.” 
Alvarez’ attorneys suggested 
several alternatives to the court, 
including vacating the death 
sentence or ordering a new trial.

Koufax Lobeled Baseball Athlete Of Decade 


New York (J’) — Sandy Koufax, 
who pitched with pain and 
precision during a career in 
which he fashioned a record four 
no-hitters, was named Baseball 
Athlete of the Decade Thursday 
in a special poll taken by The 
Associated Press. 
The Dodger left-hander, win­ 
ner of the Cy Young Award as 
the best pitcher in the majors 
three times before he retired 
following the 1966 season, was 
the clear winner over three 
slugging stars who made their 
imprint on the sport in the 1960s 
— Mickey Mantle, Willie Mays 
and Hank Aaron. 
Koufax received 225Vz votes 
from the sports writers and 
sportscasters participating in 
The AP poll. Mantle, the New 
York Yankees’ outfielder who 
also retired during the decade, 
was second with IW/z. Mays 


finished third with 106^/^ and 
Aaron was fourth with 51 ¥j . 
Koufax, who pitched the last 
several years with an arthritic 
condition that finally forced him 
to quit, received accolades from 
old and young in a career that 
spanned 12 seasons and saw him 
pitching for the Dodgers on two 
coasts, in Brooklyn and Los 
Angeles. 
Frank J. Shaughnessy, the 
late president of the Interna­ 
tional League who saw such 
great 
pitchers 
as 
Christy 
Mathewson, Grover Cleveland 
Alexander and Walter Johnson, 
flatly said about Koufax: 
“ He comes closer to being 
unhittable 
than 
any 
other 
pitcher I ever saw.” 
In a different generation and a 
different vein, Bob Oldis, a 
catcher with the Philadelphia 
Phillies, said: 


“ When Koufax is pitching the 
batter should get four strikes 
and three balls and the runner 
should be credited with one- 
quarter of a run for every base 
he occupies.” 
Those remarks were fully in­ 
tended to pay tribute to Koufax’ 
ability. But nothing does that 
like the record book which 
shows that, despite the fact he 
retired when he was still in his 
prime at the age of 30, he 
distinguished himself with the 
following achievements: 
—Pitched four no-hitters, in­ 
cluding a perfect game, at a 
one-a-year 
pace 
from 
1962 
through 1965, a feat unmatched 
in baseball history. 
—Struck out a major league 
record 382 batters in 1965. 
—Won 27 games in 1966, a 
modern National League record 
—Led the National League in 


earned run average a record 
five consecutive seasons from 
1962 through 1966 
—Won the Cy Young Award in 
1963, 1965 and 1966 and won the | 
Most Valuable Player Award in ! 
addition in 1963. 
—Averaged more than one 
strikeout per inning pitched, a 
feat never approached by any 
other pitcher. 
Kouifax, whose deep brown 
eyes, engaging smile and dark 
good 
looks 
won 
admirers 
wherever he went, accomplished 
what he did in the abbreviated 
career allowed him, with blazing 
speed, an immense curve and 
exceptional control. 
However, the pain that first 
became serious in 1964 and 
meant more pain, pills and 
shots, became so difficult to live 
with that Koufax admitted he 
began to fear a permanent 


disabling injury. And so, at an 
emotional press conference on 
Nov. 18,1966, Koufax bowed out. 
He admitted frankly that he 
was turning his b a c k on a 
salary estimated at more than 
$100,000-a-year because, while 
he could accept the pain, he 
could not accept the possibility 
of permanent damage. 
“ What good is money?” he 
asked. “ If it ever came down to 
losing your arm or losing a 
million dollars you wouldn’t 
hesitate. The arm is more im­ 
portant than any amount of 
money.” 
While the arm was important 
to Koufax, bats were the keys 
for Mantle, Mays and Aaron. 
Mays and Aaron, still active 
with the San Francisco Giants 
and Atlanta Braves, respective­ 
ly, rank second and third on the 
alltime home run list behind 


Babe Ruth’s 714. Mays has 600, 
Aaron 556. Mantle finished his 
career with the New York 
Yankees with 536, leaving him in 
the No. 4 spot.
